ican Ship Due to War Risk 
He Had Taken. 


Washington, Feb, 22.—Secretary Dan- 
iels today ordered Commander Wlalter 
R. Gherardi, American naval attache at 
Berlin, to investigate and make a full 
report on the destruction of the Amer- 
ican steamer Evelyn, which ia supposed 
to have hit a mine off the German coast. 
So far officials advices have reported 
the sinking of the vessel and her cargo 
but gave no details. 


Senator Simmons, one of the framers 
of the bill Avhicli created the war risk 
burean, a white house caller today, said 
he assumed an effort would be made 
first to establish the responsibility for 
the sinking of the Evelyn and that if 
the nationality of the mine could be 
discovered the government war risk bu- 
reau would make efforts to collect dam- 
ages. 


"The war risk bureau has all the pow- 
ers of a private insurance company," 
laid Senator Simmons. "Wlien the gov- 
ernment goes into a business of this 
kind it loses its official status," but sim- 
ply because this is a government agency 
it does not have less right than a pri- 
vate agency of the same kind would 
Vave.'^ 


Wants Technical DetaUs. 


Secretary Daniels explained that his 
purpose in directing an inquiry after 
the state department had called upon 
the ambassadors at London and Berlin 
for a report wag to: Mcure^ technical in- 
formation which. perliaps might, not be. 
Included ixi the ambassadors' replies. It 
Was, 
, of course, understood that Com- 
mander Gherardi as American attache 
at the American 
embassy 
at 
Berlin 
Would be guid^ entirely by Ambassador 
Gerard in making his investigation. 
It 
-was said at the navy department that 
from indications it would be difficult for 
the naval officer to secure exact infor- 
mation as to what actually destroyed 
the Evelyn. 
Unless Captain Smith or 
•ome of the members of the crew ac- 
tually saw the conning tower or peri- 


scope of a submarine, officials say it 
would not be possible to deny that the 
Evelyn was sunk by a mine. 


The fact that the Evelyn lies at the 
bottom of the North sea. would make 
it difficult to examine her hull. It was 
pointed out, however, that German offi- 
cials might disclose to the American 
naval officer in confidence the map of 
their mine field in the vicinity where the 
Evelyn was sunk. 


Thinks It AccidentaL 


The minister from the Netherlands 
called at the state department early to- 
day to inquire what reports this gov- 
ernment had received about the Evelyn, 
"He said he had no official report of the 
destruction of the vessel. 
After con- 
ferñhg with Councillor Lansing he ex- 
pressed.the opinion that the sinking ap- 
parently mufet have been entirely acci- 
dental. 


Chairman Stone, of the senate foreign 
relations committee, said he could see 
no complications arising from the de- 
struction of the Evelyn. 


"An American vessel," said the sen- 
ator, "ventured into an area known to 
be mined and unfortunately struck one 
So far .it is not known what nation laid 
the miné. It is probable that a national 
claim for damages might be made when 
all the facte are established, but I can- 
not see how serious complications could 
come from the'incident." 


LOSS -DUE TO WAR RISK!

Warren B. Webster, aged 54, a well 
known farmer residing 
in 
Jefferson 
township, eleven miles 
cast 
of 
Fort 
Wayne, was killed by a Wabash train 
at a point a mile east of the town of 
Grabill at some time early Monday 
morning, after he had fled from St. Jo- 
seph hospital in this city, where he had 
been 
undergoing 
treatment 
for 
de- 
mentia. 


The body was found just after day- 
liglit by a foreigner Avho was recently 
released from jail here and was walking 
on the Wabash railroad. The remains 
were lying in a ditch beside the track 
and on the head were several injuries 
that had caused death. 


From the nature of the wounds and 
other suspicious circumstances it was 
at first thought there had been foul 
play, but subsequent inquiry- dissipated 
all theories of this sort. 


Flees From Hospital. 


Webster, who was brought to the hos- 
pital last week for treatment for his 
mental condition, slipped away from 
that .institution about ,3:30^ o'clock Sim- 
day aftemopn. He had during the day 
told his nucse several times that he waa 
goiiig home and she concealed his hat 
where he oould not procure it without 
asking. "VMien he found an opportunity 
to slip out of the hospital Wbbeter fled 
bareheaded. 
Soon he was missed and 
the police: department and the sheriff's 
office were notifi^ to look out for him. 


No trace could be gained of the fugi- 
tive here, in the city and late in tbo affe- 
emoon Sheriff .A. C. Gladieux, who was 
well acquainted with him, took his car 
and went searching in the region of 
Webster's home. None of his relatives 
or other friends had seen him. 


Seen by Two Officers. 


Between 3:30 and 4 o'clock Sunday 
afternoon Sheriff Gladieux while walk- 
ing north on Calhoun street, saw Web- 
ster approaching 
from the 
west on 
Main street. The men exchanged greet- 
ings, but Sheriff Gladieux, not at that 
time knowing Webster had been in the 
hospital and had but then just fled 
from the institution, paid no special at- 
tention to him. 
About 4:30 
Deputy 
Sheriff D. G. Mills, who had been out 
motoring in the country with a friend, 
passed Webster on the Lincoln highway 
near the Maumee Brick and Tile com- 
pany's plant, east of the city. 
Deputy 
Mills did not at that time know Web- 
ster was a fugitive.

"I will not say I am going to win this 
race," De Palma stated. 
"I will say, in- 
stead, that 
I am going to try."

when a race driver says he is going to try 
he means that only the fate that rules 
men's destinies can prevent his winning. 


"My brother John and I always turn 
up our. car. 
This is because of the pleas- 
ure we derive, and also because—well, if 
you do a thing yo'urself you think it is 
satisfactory. 
But don't get me wrong; I 
don't mean that John and I are the only 
auto fixers in the world. 
It is a hobby 
of mine—to go over the car 
personally 
before a race." 


Ralph De Palma has driven in 
three 
Vanderbilt races, in the first of which he 
took second, and winning the other two, 
a 
record unprecedented 
by any 
driver 
for this trophy. 


"This race will be hard to win because 
of the large list of entrants, 33, more 
than any of the Vanderbilts," 
said 
De 
Palma, "and the cleverest drivers of the 
game are "in it. 


"It 
is a combination of things 
that 
wins races; the necessity of being a good 
driver and mechanic, 
a 
good judge 
of 
pace, and, above all, keeping your head. 
But tires play the biggest part in the rac- 
ing game today." 


De Palma has driven in twenty 
road 
races, winning nine of them and taking 
fourth place in the Corona, Cal., and the 
Santa Monica, Cal., road races. 
He has 
won more races than any speed king In 
the game. 


De Palma began his racing career in 
190S. 
Ho 
first 
sprang into 
prominence 
by defeating B. 
Oldfield twice 
at

Readville track meet in Boston in 190S.

De Palma has had 
three smashes, in each of which he was 
h'urt.

broken leg, and at Milwaukee, after win- 
ning the Vanderbilt and in the last lap 
of the Grand 
Prix, he was nearly put

forever—two 
wrenched ribs and two punctures In the 
abdomen. 
"Notice how nicely they bal- 


anced," remarked De Palma, in 
telling 
about It. 


But these smashes have not in 
the 
least affected the nerve of this 
plucky 
little driver, who doesn't seem to know 
the use of fear. 


"There may be such a thing as fear," 
he said, "but I have never yet run up 
against it. 
If I ever do, I suppose then 
my racing days will be over. 


"But I am not a fast driver," De Palma 
continued. 
"One hundred and

fo'ur miles an hour is the best I ever did.

Yield Yourself Wholly to the Will of God, Urges Dr. Lyon, as 


Evangelistic Campaign Closes. 


THE WILL OF GOD. 


Matthew 7; 21—"Not every one that 
saith..tinto me. Lord, Lord, shall enter 
into the kingdom of heaven; but he 
that dooth the will 
My Father who 
is in heaven." 


In these words, Jesus warns His dis- 
ciples against any superficial conception 
of His Lordship. It must be in reality 
and not in seeming profession. 
Every 
great life is characterized by a willing- 
ness to do God'6 will. 
Every stream 
that has blessed and beautified hiunan 
life has had its source in the fountain 
of obedience to God; every stream that 
has poisoned, polluted and blighted hu- 
man life has had its source in disobedi- 
ence to God. . 


Jesus began His plea for obedience by 
eadiorting His hearers to loyalty to the 
will of His Father. 
He then proceed- 
ed to teach them that He and the Fath- 
er are one, and he that had seen Him 
had also seen the Father. 
Scientific in- 
struction always endeavors to connect 
the knowledge to be 
imparted 
with 
something already learned. 
At the be- 
gimiing of His ministry, His dispiples 
acknowledged, theoretically at least, the 
authority of the Father. 
Starting with 
tills as a basis, Jesus desires to make 
this 
acceptance 
of 
divine 
authority 
more than mere Pharisaism and formal- 
ism. It was far easier for them to pro- 
fess allegiance to the Jehovah who in 
times past had manifested Himself to 
His servants and prophets by voice or 
vision, than it was practically to 
re- 
ceive and obey this same JehoA'ah in 
the person of fes Son. The coming of 
Jesus was to bring religious profession 
to an issue. Men Avere either to do the 
will of God as it was now declared unto 
them, or by refusing, they ivould close 
tlie door of the divine kingdom against 
themselves. 
Their religion was to be 
a structure built upon the rock or on 
the sand and whether they should ac- 
cept or should reject the Ma^^ter's words 
Avould determine it. 


Afuch of tho failure to do God's will 
is due to indecision rather than to dis- 
obedience. 
Religion is positive rather 
than negative, it consists in doing right 
rather than in not doing Avi-ong. Neg- 
lect rather than antagonism is the great 
sin of our day. 
To acknowledge defi- 
nite allegiance to Clirist requires energy 
on the part of the will. 
Yielding your 
Avill to God's Avill is not a destniction 
of your will, hut it is its exercise in 
tlio hiiiliost and broadest channel. Disci- 
pline consists, not in breaking the will, 
but in developing and directing it. Do- 
ing the word of Christ implies action, 
"'niy Avill be done on earth." be done by 
Avhom? By you, by me. Tlie same pro- 
pensity that AA'oiild produce a failure in 
religion Avould also make a failure of 
any and eA'cry other line of activity; 
namely, indecision of character. 


If you should liken the life to a lo- 
comotive, you might liken the intellect 
to the machinery, the memory to the 
fuel in the tender, and the emotions to 
the firp beneath the boiler. 
But it is 
tho AA'ill, Avho is the engineer in the cnb, 
Avith his hand Tipon the IcA^er and the 
throttle, Avho will speed tho train to its 
destination, or leave it to back doAm 
grade into the ditch. 


Xo man, by a process of reasoning, 
•can think himself into the kingdom of 
lieaA'en. Tlie journey to aah'ation might 
he. likened to a trip to Europe; intel- 
lect like the raihvay could take you to 
the coast, but you must then take the 
definite step, from the railway train to 
the steamship before yon could com- 
plete your journey. 
True, you might 
take a trip on the cars, up and down the 
coast, but that Avould not get you across 
the ocean. 
So no process of thinking, 
simply, Avill produce the result of con- 
version. 
There must be brought into 
operation the agency of the will, ^^^len 
the Spirit 
thi'ough 
your 
conscience 
shoAVs you Avhat you ought to do, God 
can do no more for you until with His 
grace you are willing to do it. 


An illustration of the result of inde- 
cision is tlie case of President James 
Buchanan. 
Before the civil war, when 
the confederates Avere seizing the forts 
and arsenals, lie sat in the exeeutiA-e 
chair repeatedly saying 
to inquirers, 
that he could do 
nothing to prevei^t 
those seizures. 
Historians have doubt- 
less as yet not given President Buchan- 
an the justice he deserves. He Avas not 
at heart disloyal to his country. 
Tlie 
diiTiculty was in a Aveak and vacillating 
disposition. If ho had had the decision 
of character of an Andrew Jackson or 
even of a Theodore Roosevelt, and said 
as 
he 
clinched 
his 
fist, 
"The 
laws 
of this coimtiy are going to be enforc- 
ed," Ave would never have had a civil 
war. 


This same spirit of indecision waa the 
fatal weakness in the life of General 
George B. McClellan. In many ways he 
was an ideal soldier a;nd general. 
He 
had graduated at the head of his class 
at West Point, and was heartily belov- 
ed by all his troops, who 
called 
him 
I'Little Mae." 
But he" baited hia army 
in front of those wooden cannons at 
Yorkstown, when President Lincoln and 
the Avhole cabinet Avere urging him on 
to capture Richmond. 
Historians on 
both sides have agreed that had Gener- 
al McClellan pushed forward with ag- 
gressiveness and decision he would have 
shortened the civil war at least 
tvo 
years. 


There are, indeed, two general types 
of character: pne may be called 
the 
commercial type, the other the judicial. 
The banker, for example, is called upon 
to make many decisions on the sjwt. 
The judge, on the other hand, weighs 
and considers each case with careful de- 
liberation. 
Yet there is this point of 
likeness between them: In each instance 
when the individual is certain what is 
the right thing to do, he do^s it. That 
is, if he is a true man. No one could 
be successful in business who took anj 
other course. 


An example of jone type of character 
would be such a man as 
Bacon, 
the 
philosopher. 
He had always used the 
dediietive system of philosophy, 
.the 
method of Plato and SocTates, but grid- 
ually there da^wned npon^Baeon'a mind 
a better method; the induetive syftem. 
Hoiaknew that to present these to the 
world wouW be in the face. of erltldsm 
and' ridiettle. But when he waa con* 
Tineed w1wt{iio 'oii|^t to. 6» iie;twbH- 
Hshed hfa 


An 


Phillips, "I will go." 
"But wait,'; said 
his friend, ''do not ansAver too quickly, 
for I want to Avarn you that the young 
lady who is to accompany you is a rank 
abolitionist, and if you are not careful 
she will try to make an abolitionist of 
you." "Oh," said Phillips, "I do not fear 
any danger along that line." But, sure 
enough, they had scarcely gotten seated 
in that carriage until the j'^oimg woman 
began to pour forth arguments in sup- 
port of human liberty and in opposition 
to negro slavery. 
So eloquently 
and 
logically did she speak that at the close 
of the ride he had become convinced as 
to Avhat he ought to do, and when he 
helped her alight from the carriage he 
grasped the hand of one Avho afterAvards 
became his wife, and his most able sup- 
porter, and she grasped the hand of one 
Avho was henceforth to be one of the 
foremost advocates and champions of 
human freedom. 


You will note the difference between 
these tAvo characters. Bacon and Phil- 
lips. One came to decision sloAvly, thé 
other one quickly, but thero was this 
element alike in both. 
In each case 
Avhen the individual Avas convinced what 
he ought to do, he did it. No one can 
be true to himself and do anything less. 
Emerson has well said, "Do what you 
believe is right today, even if it is ab- 
Rohitely contrary to anything you ever 
haA-e done." 
Consistency is the charac- 
teristic of the small life. Let us rather 
say. Avith OIlA-er Wendell Holmes: 


"Build thou more stately mansions, oh. 


my soul, 
^Vhile the sAvift seasons roll, 
Leave thy low A'aulted past, 
Ivet ea.ch neAv dAvelling nobler than the 
last, 


Shut thee from heaven with 
a dome 
more vast, 


,"Till thou at length art free." 


This element of decision of character 
is always eA'ident in a strong life. Many 
that have great qualities of intellect are 
forceless and ineffectual on acooimt of 
the failure of the will. 
They are eA'er 
learning and never able to come to the 
knowledge of the truth. 
With them, 


"The native hue of resolution 
Is sicklied o'er with the pale cast of 
thought. 


And enterprises of great pith and mo- 
ment 


With this regard their currents 
turn 
awry. 


And lose the name of action." 


This apathy and indecision is noAvhere 
so disastrous in its effects as in the do- 
main of the spirit. Every soul that has 
been great for God, having seen its duty; 
has done it. 
Throughout the ScriptAire 
eA-ery character that flashes and flames 
far out amidst the darkness like a bea- 
con light has been denoted by this qual- 
ity. 
Abram, Avhen he AA'as called to go 
unto a place that he Avas to receive for 
an inheritance, obeyed, 
not 
knoAving 
Avhither he went. IMoses. called to go up 
in the presence of Egypt's absolute mon- 
arch, obeyed. 
Elijah, commanded to go 
into hiding by the brook Cherith, went 
and did according unto the Avord of the 
Lord. 
John and. AndreAV and Matthew 
heard the A'oice of Jesus and folloAved 
Him. 
These AA-^ere all men of decision. 
"\^'1iosoever shall do the Avill of My 
Father who is in heaven, 
he 
is 
my 
brother and sister and mother." 


Saul of Tarsus on the Damascus road, 
saAV clearly what he ought to do. 
It 
AA-ould require him to be absolutely con- 
trary to Avhat he had been. But he did 
just Avhat any true life must do. 
He 
got doAvn from his pride, his prejudice 
his rebellion, and ansAvered, "Lord, Avhat 
shall I do?" 
It is this definite 
sur- 
render to Christ that heralds the dawn- 
ing of a neAV life within his soul. Ev- 
ery genuine character must be Avilling 
to submit to this great law of progress; 
to do what you know to be riglit today, 
even if it is absolutely contrary to ev- 
erything you ever have done. To you. 
the risen Lord is now manifesting Him- 
self, claiming your unhesitating and un- 
qualified allegiance. This is tho Avill of 
the Fatlier, that j'^ou believe on Him 
AA'hom He hath sent. God gi-ant that you 
may be able to say with Paul, "I was 
not disobedient unto the heavenly A'is- 
ion." 


Wo are now led to consider Avhat are 
the results that folloAv the doing of the 
Avill of God. First, there comes spiritual 
knowledge. 
But some will say, How 
am I to know what God's will for my 
life is or, if I kneAV certainlv just what 
the Lord wanted me to do, I Avould say 
very quickly whether or not I would do 
it. But you Avill never know Avhat the 
Lord wants you to do until first you 
yield your life to do His will. 
It is 
not knowledge first, and obedience after- 
Avards; it is obedience first and knoAvl- 
edge afterwards. 


A colonel of a regiment does not give 
directions to eA'eryone in the commu- 
nity, b\rt only to the special body of 
men who have sworn allegiance to the 
commander, and promised obedience to 
his orders. 
Then he tells them what 
he wants them to do. Bo Jesus, says, "If 
any man willeth to do his AVIII, he shall 
know of the teaching." Hero comes in 
the importance and necessity of faith 
as a pre-requisite for obedience. 
It is 
not until a man has complete confidence 
in Christ, that he is willing to abandon 
his life and destiny wholly into 
His 
hands. 


It might be interposed that Christ 
Himself taught that it Aras the will of 
God, the Father, that they were to do. 
But He went on to teach that the will 
of the Father was that they should be- 
lieve on His Son. That he who had seen 
the Son had seen the Father also. 
Do- 
ing the will of God, then, id the will of 
both the Father and the Son. To ua the 
will of the Father is, in 
an 
especial 
sense the will of Christ, for through 
the Son is our only aventie of knowing 
the Father. 
God in Christ 19 a definite 
personality to us, One who took upon 
Himself our nature. 
And in His lif«: 
His teachings» His works, and His death 
Wflt havjB the revelation of the Father's 
will. 


In the nexi place, obedinieo . to the 
wiU of God is CMential for prmotica] of- 
feetivenesH, We can liken t1i« ii)ilTer»e 
to a gnat. bniiliesa. corporation ^ t ^ i t 
aualaa tfc». m a t General " 
' "" 


tivencss. 
No better rvilo can be given 
to young men starting out in business 
than this: Find out AA-hat your employer 
Avants you to do, and then do it. 
In 
like manner, no better rule for spiritual 
effectiveness can be given than this: 
Find out Avhat Jesus Christ, your Lord, 
wants you to do, and then do it. 


Many are willing to do -the Avork of 
God that are not Avilling to do the Avill 
of God. It is as if the manager of a 
great firm should say some morning to 
his stenographer, "I am going out for 
an hour, you sit down and wait until 
I return." But after he is gone, the sec- 
retary says, "I must earn my wages, I 
must be at Avork." 
Sometimes, it 
is 
harder to Avait than it is to AA'ork. "They 
that wait upon the - Lord shall reneAV 
their strength." 
So she goes to Avork 
and Avrites letters, to many correspond- 
ents, according to her OAVU ideas, Avith- 
out directions from her employer. 
Aft- 
er a time replies to these letters begin 
to come in. She did the Avork of her em- 
ployer, but did not do his AVILL. 
She 
probably did far more hann than good. 


Or, it would be as if you Avere erect- 
ing a great building 
and 
employing 
scores of Avorkmen, and a strange man 
should come some morning AAith his 
hammer and troAvel and start to Avork. 
He Avould not consult you, the oAvner, 
neither the architect, AVIIO had. planned 
and ¡was supervising the constniction 
The neAV Avorkman Avould conclude, in 
one place, to put in a AvindoAV; in an- 
other to build the wall solid. 
At the 
close of the day, he come.s aroiuid for 
his pay. 
You say to him, 
are 


you ?" "Why, I haA'e been Avorking upon 
this building." 
"\^^lo employed 
you 
and gave you directions?"' 
"No one. 
I 
haA'e been directing myself."' 
""\NTtat 
haA'e you done?" "Well, I built a solid 
wall there." 
"But I intended to haA'e 
a door there." 
"Well. I have put in a 
AvindoAv over here." "But I did not Avant 
a windoAv here. 
You haA'e done 
far 
more injury than j'ou haA'e benefit. In 
place of giving you any pay, I should 
much better sue you for damages." 


So, in the church there 
are 
many 
people who Avill work for the cHurch or- 
ganization. 
They Avill help to build 
a neAV building, to buy pulpit furniture, 
to get neAV carpets, or to raise debts. 
They AAÍH help to get up bazaars and 
suppers and shoAA's, taking part, as it 
Avere, in the cooking-stoA'c apostacj' of 
modern religion, and sometimes turning 
the church into a second-class restau- 
rant or theater. 
They are good peo- 
ple in many Avays; they Avill Avork hard; 
in fact, they Avill do anything but be 
religious. ?.fany in these days are mis- 
taking perspiration for inspiration. Tt 
is not Avork, AA-ork, Avork; but Avill. Avill. 
will, that is the key to spiritual suc- 
cess. 


The cause of the effectiA'cncss and ex- 
altation of Jesus was not, solely, that 
He was bom of the virgin Mary oA'er- 
sha^oAved by the Holy Spirit. 
This 
might haA-e happened and yet He could 
have failed to gain the croAvn. He Him- 
self reA'eals the secret of His favor Avith 
the Father: "I am come 
doAvn 
from 
heaven, not to do Mine OAvn AAÍU, but 
the Avill of Him that sent Me." 


In, tho second chapter of Philippians. 
the apostle 
discloses 
the 
siiccessiA'a 
causes that led to the coronation of 
Jesus. 
Tlieso are A'aluable to us be- 
cause they mark not only the pathAvay 
b^ Avhich He ascended to the throna 
but by Avhich Ave also, may folloAv in His 
footgteps, and share in His goA'ei'nment 
and glory. 
"Have this mind in you, 
Avhich was also in Christ Jesus: "V^o, 
existing in the form of God, counted not 
the being on an equality Avith God a 
thing to be grasped, but emptied Him- 
self, taking the form of a servant, be- 
ing made in the likeness of men. and be- 
ing found in fashion as a man, He hum- 
bled Himself, becoming obeilient even 
unto death; yea, the death of the cross. 
Wlierefore, also God highly exalted Him 
and gaA'e unto Him the name AA-hich is 
aboA'e every name; that in the name of 
Jesus every knee should boAv, of things 
in heaven and things on 
earth 
and 
things under the earth and that eA'-ery 
tongue should confess that Jesus Christ 
is I>)rd, to the glory of God the Father." 


Tlie AA'ord, "Avherefore," points 
two 
Avays; first to the causes that precede 
it, and second to the results that fol- 
loAv it. 
At the battle of CVecy, King 
Edward of England, replied to the call 
of his son, the Black Prince, for rein- 
forcements, "Let the 
boy 
Avin 
his 
spurs." 
The sovereignty of Jesus was 
won not simply by inheritance, that He 
Avas tho only begotten of the Father; 
it AA'as the triumph of subjection and 
obedience. 
This truth, of life through 
death, of exaltation through subjection 
of authority through obedience, is the 
greatest paradox 
of 
history. 
Jeaus 
gave as the controlling motive of His 
earthly life: "I am come down from 
heaven not to do mine oAvn Avill, • but 
the will of Him that sent Me." In like 
manner we are to gain spiritiuil ad- 
vancement by the method which the 
Master Himself pursued—by a willing- 
ness to do the will of the Father. 


"Ho took upon Himself the form of 
a ser Aran t." 
literally the apostle says, 
"He took upon Himself the form of á 
bond servant; and became obedient, not 
in a feAV things, not simply In those 
things that were easy and pleasant, but 
His obedience extended to 
the 
limit. 
"He became obedient imto death?' This 
victory was gaftied, eiven with Jesus 
Himself, not ivlthout the greatest suf- 
fering and struggle. Tt caused even the 
blood drops to ooze from the pores, and 
wrung from His heart the 
agonizing 
cry, "Afy Father, if it he possible, let 
this cup pass from Me!" 
It ought to 
be helpful tot us to realize that it was 
here, on this earth, that Jesus fought 
the battles and won the victories that 
resulted in His Lordship. 
So it seems 
that this world is God's great testing 
ground. .Each of us is; béihg tried, aa 
it were; hy ibe, to. And whether or not 
we are willing to yield our owwn ptefer- 
enoes aád deairea, and will to do the 
will of God. 


But the ImpoHanee 
of doing 
the 
Father's will isntill more evident, when 
we realiza that it is a question not only 
o f . spiritual afreetiTeiieas, but also' of 
salvation .

of the outer breastAvorks.

given signal the fortress Avas literally ^ 
alive Avith men.

shot and canister upon the advancing 
column, that

of that 
negro 
regiment fell at the first A'olley. 


Said the general 
of Massachusetts, 
who witnessed this scene, "The last I 
saw of Colonel ShaAv Avas Avlien

sprang upon the parapet and Avaving 
his sAA-ord, shouted to his men to come 
on." 
At the second A'olley the other 
half of that black regiment fell like 
neAV mown hay before the moAver, and 
the body of Colonel ShaAv fell inside 
the fortification.

flag of truce, request AA'as made of the 
confederate commander of Fort Wagner, 
asking for the body of Colonel Shaw, 
explaining that he belonged to one of 
the first families of Xew England, and 
that he had bade his young Avife good- 
bye at the Avedding altar.

SAver came back, "We have buried the 
Yankee colonel A\ith his niggers." Said 
the general, "The sad duty fell to me 
to go back north and break the news 
of the death of Colonel Shaw to his 
young wife.

eracy of Richmond, to have the body 
of Colonel ShaAv disinterred and sent

Wagner, Sergeant Kearney, Avho had 
carried the regimental flag that morn- 
ing in the charge, when the flag had 
been shot from its staff he had grasped 
it before it fell and • thrust it within 
his blue blouse. He had been Avounded 


thrf>e times." Sometime that night hv,. 
craAvied out from beneath a heap of 
Avoundpd and dead comrades, and by., 
some miraculous means made his way. 
from the confederate lines and when 
morning daAvncd he reached the 
tmion 
camp. Tlie soldiers gathere<l about him 
and although Aveak from the loss of ^ 
blood, craAvling in upon his hands and 
knees, he arose iipon his knees and 
pulled out from his blouse the flag 
which Avas stained Avith his OAATI blood, 
and as lie held it up he said, with a 
look of joy and pride, "Boys, ahe never 
toucheil the ground.

fie ¿ays in liis 
circular. Mr. 
Ilichards 
gives the fqllpwing statistics: 
Tres- 
pMBçrp killed in last twenty-five years, 
|13,5T0; injured? 123,611. Of this num- 
ber 66 per cent, were people who resid- 
ed in the vicinity where the accident 
happened, mostly 
wage earners. 
The 
bill proposed by the National Associa- 
tion of Railway Commissioners reads as 
follows: 


''It shall be unlawful for any unau- 
thorized person to walk, ride or drive 
upon or along the track? or within the

"Here is one of o\ir 
postage stamps, which I place at the 
bottom of this card so it cannot be de 
faced in cancelling the postage above, 
You can keep it as a souvenir." wrote 
the soldier. 
Suspecting some other rea 
son than that of souvenir, the nmn who 
received the postcard remov^ the s t ^ p 
and there in legible hand but small let 
ters were the words:

Telegrams from all parts of 
Indiana 
flooded the senate today asking that the 
bill proposing shorter hours of work for 
women be amended before action is tak- 
en, It is asked that the bill be chanaed 
to make the working day more flexible, 
by maintaining: the present number of 
hours per week stipulated in the Van 
Nuya bill at 54, yet increasingr the hour 
limit for each day from nine to ten 
hours, 
Saturday afternoon would, un- 
der the 
petitioners' 
arrangement, bo 
made a half holiday, whereas the present 
bill proposes that 
there' shall be a 
straight nine hour day. 


Senator Hirsch introduced a resolution 
petitioning congress to enact a uniform 
hour law for women and children work- 
ers,

committee. 
Senator Ballou, one of the 
senators to hold out against the adop- 
tion of several of the Stotsenburg con- 
stitutional amendments on the ground 
that the only proper way of

Preparing Schedule of Ex- 
penditures for Balance 
of Year. 


Determined to keep well within the lim- 
its of ita appropriations hoping that at 
the end of the year to show a surplus so 
that there will be no further necessity to 
borrow funds in anticipation of its tax 
reventies, the park board Is having pre- 
pared a schedule oi its expenses for park 
improvements and 
maintenance 
during 
the balance oi 1915. Secretary Charles J, 
Steiss, of th© board, is now at work on 
this Bchedule and he saya orders from the 
board are to "cut 'or to the bone." 
This 
estimate of expenditures will include the 
cost of everything for which payment 
must be made out of the park board's 
funds that are prod^iced by the 8^-cent 
levy. The expenses of park maintenance, 
the engineering, assessment and forestry 
divisions and such betterments as are im- 
perative In the parks will be carefully 
gone over and wherever possible will be 
pruned. 
The tax levy for 1915 will yield 
<32,126,21 and out of this the board ex- 
pects to save enough so that It will not 
be forced next year to make a temporary 
loan to carry it through until the spring 
taxes are available. The ^-cent for mu- 
sic in the parks will yield ^,889 this year 
and is not figured in the regular park 
revenues.

to ha.vc hit a mine off the German coast. 
Bo far officials advices have reported 
the sinking of the vessel and her <:argo 
but gave, no details. 


Senator Simmons, one of tho framcrs 


of the bill which ereatcd the war risk 
bureau, a white house caller today, said 
he assumed an cITort would be made 
first to establish the responsibility for 
the sinking of tho Evelyn and that if 
the nationality of the mine could be 
'discovered the'governmcnt war risk bu- 
reau would make efforts to collect daUl- 
agCS. 


"Tlic war risk bureau has all the pow- 


crs of a private insurance company," 
laid Senator Simmons. "When the gov- 
ernment goes into a business of this 
kind it loses its official status, but sim- 
ply because this is a government agency 
it docs not have less right than a, pri 
vate agency of tho same kind wouli 
Vave."
